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Lompoc joins four 
cities in holding up 
payment to PG&E 


City Administrator Gene Wahlers this 
morning confirmed that the city of Lom­ 
poc has joined four other cities in not 
paying Pacific Gas and Electric Co. bills 
of the municipally owned electricity 
system. 
Wahlers stated that Lompoc is acting 
upon the recommendation of the at­ 
torney for the Northern California 
Power Association of which Lompoc is a 
member. 
“I expect to hear of a possible settle­ 
ment of this issue today,” Wahler said. 
“I 
am awaiting further word from 
counsel in Washington.” 
Fearful of what they consider a 
takeover threat by PG&E, whole sup­ 
plier of electricity to the city, the five 
cities say they are paying bulk rates 
nearly twice as high as the utility 


charges its household customers in other 
communities. 
Wahlers said that the October billing 
of approximately $125,000 has not been 
paid. 
Jade Shepard of Alameda’s Bureau of 
Electridty said that about $1.5 million is 
owed PG&E by the cities of Alameda, 
Healdsburg, Lodi and Lompoc for Oc­ 
tober’s bulk power delivieres. 
He said Ukiah will join the protest next 
month and Santa Clara earlier stopped 
paying 75 per cent of its PG&E bill. 
PG&E spokesman Ralph Fairchild 
says takeover fears “are completely un­ 
founded,” and that the cities’ refusal to 
pay their bills is an attempt “to get at­ 
tention.” Fairchild said neogitations will 
continue. 


“The citizens have paid their bills and 
it’s not their fault that the cities are in 
dispute with us,” he said. 
Shepard and other representatives of 
the holdout dties, who buy their power 
from PG&E and resell it to residents, 
said they are eager for a court confronta­ 
tion. 
“Our position is predicated on the fact 
that as wholesale customers of PG&E 
we’re paying almost twice as much as 
retail customers for the same electric 
power from the same generators over 
the same lines,” Shepard said. 
“Court action would take the matter 
out of the hands of the Federal Power 
Commission and into the jurisdiction of 
the courts, and we’re bound to get better 
treatment.” he added.

Three alternative programs to pave

The second plan is to continue with the 
present city program, which is to pave 
alley when the residents petition 


— Consider a recommendation by the 
city administrator to rezone and sell six 
acres of city land located north of 
Central Avenue between the Wastewater 
Treatment Plant dike and the county 
Animal Control Shelter. The city is now 
negotiating with a manufacturing com­ 
pany to sell the parcel. 
— Hear the introduction and first 
reading of a new chapter 19 of the 
municipal code relating to city parks and 
playgrounds. The proposed chapter plus 
a proposed resolution regulating parks 
have been drawn up by the Parks and 
Recreation Commission. 


“Basically what we have done is delete 
unnecessary regulations, more clearly 
stated the (park) director’s power, and 
given the Parks and Recreation Commis­ 
sion the power to regulate the parks 
directly and establish rates and charges 
relating thereto,” according to City At­ 
torney Alan D. Davidson. 
The council will also consider a 
request by the Lompoc Valley Flower 
Festival Board of Directors that the city 
adopt an ordinance controlling the ac­ 
tivities of street vendors during the an­ 
nual Flower Festival parade.

The girls at Cabrillo High School are so 
afraid of Pat Bouslaugh they wouldn't 
dare blow smoke in her face. 
Her job is to patrol the girls 
restrooms and report the names of those 
she catches smoking. 
Mrs. Bouslaugh may be the worst kind 
of “potty lady,” as the students call her 
First, because she is 23-years-old and 
looks more like the students than their 
mothers, some students have mistaken 
her for being on their side 
Once, for example, Mrs. Bouslaugh 
walked inside a girl’s restroom as a stu­ 
dent came out of a stall with a cigarette 
in her hand. 
"Do you want a drag?” the student of­ 
fered. 


Secondly. Mrs. Bouslaugh has adopted 
a free-styie manner of patroling the 
girls’ restrooms. She does not want to be 
duped. 
“They are wise,” she remarked, "If 
they know my route, they would have it 
down so pat they would know when to 
smoke and where.” 
Finally, Mrs. Bouslaugh will not give a 
smoker a break. 
"I’ve never let a smoker slide,” she 
said “ You start that and it gets all over. 
The word will get out.” 


Last year, she became good friends 
with a girl and then caught her smoking.

Coleman rejects 
auto air bags 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Transport*- 
tion Secretary William Coleman today 
rejected proposals to require air bags in 
cars. He suggested instead a two-year 
demonstration project begining in 1978 
and affecting only a relatively small 
number of cars, 
Coleman said he was convinced that 
the use of air bags is a good idea, but he 
feared the public would reject the con­ 
cept if it were forced on the consumer. 
“ I believe that a demonstration 
program will increase significantly the 
chance that passive restraints will 
ultimately prove acceptable and I am 
convinced that their potential safety 
benefits warrant this action. 
Coleman proposed that at least two 
automobile manufacturers sign con­ 
tracts with the government under which 
they will offer for sale beginning in 
September, 1978, a combined total of 
one-half million air-bag equipped cars, 
250,000 to be available in each of the two 
years. That compares to sales for 1976 of 
10 million automobliles. 


poses any general tax increase, calling it 
"inappropriate.” The governor, who in­ 
sists he is undecided about running for a 
second term in 1978, resisted any such in­ 
crease during his first two years. 
Lawmakers, who thought they had 
reformed property taxation in 1972 when 
Ronald Reagan led the drive, had an 
avalanche of new tax legislation ready to 
be introduced. 
Sen Peter Behr, R-Tiburon, opened 
the session with a measure (SB1) that 
would eliminate the property tax on 
owner-occupied homes. 
Under the bill, the estimated $1.1 
billion in lost revenue would be made up 
by a 20 per cent surcharge on the state 
income taxes of homeowners and a 5 per 
cent fee charged when a home is sold. 
The bill also would limit increases in 
assessed valuation of the land a home is 
built on to increases in the cost of living. 
In addition, it would limit local govern­ 
ment spending based on a formula in­ 
volving the cost of living and population 
growth. 
Behr said the proposal would provide a 
25 per cent to 55 per cent reduction in the 
total tax liability of persons living in 
their own homes, while tying their taxes 
more closely to the ability to pay. 
According to figures supplied by Behr, 
a person with a taxable annual income of 
$14,000 and who is purchasing a $40,000 
house currently pays about $614 In taxes 
on his home He pays $378 in taxes on the 
underlying land and a state income tax of 
$305 
Under Behr’s plan, the same person 
would pay no tax on the home, the same 
$376 on the land and a state income tax of 
$366 The tax saving to the homeowner 
would be $553 


Besides, she noted, that's her job — 
busting students who smoke in school 
Mrs. Bouslaugh has been at Cabrillo 
for over a year now. A male “restroom 
monitor” was hired for the first time 
this year to patrol the boys’ bathrooms. 
Together they are known as “the potty 
patrol.” 
Students also smoke in cars in the stu­ 
dent parking lot, behind bushes that are 
behind buildings and out at the handball 
courts. These areas are also patroled. 
But the students are smart, as Mrs. 
Bouslaugh pointed out. They have 
lookouts and, if caught, excuses. 
‘“I was holding it for a friend’ that’s A- 
number one excuse when I catch them 
with a ciagrette,” she commented. 
According to Cabrillo dean Bob 
Wiener, the restroom monitor program 
began two years ago at the school (short­ 
ly after Lompoc High started its 
program) and it has been effective. 
“It is cutting the problem of smoking 
in the restrooms. It has not eliminated it, 
but there are fewer cases of vandalism 
and congestion of air and floor space,” 
said the man who deals with the smokers 
by suspending them for a day or more. 
Before the program began, teachers 
were assigned to week periods of petrol­ 
ing the student restrooms. However, 
said Wiener, the restrooms are spread 
out over the campus and the teachers 
“were pushed to cover more than one 
restroom between classes.” 
Also, because of the unbalanced ratio 
of male and female teachers, some of the 
women teachers were catching this duty 
several times a year while some of the 
men teachers were not catching patrol at 
all. 
Mrs. Bouslaugh reports she has never 
run across a situation she could not han­ 
dle. She gets along with the students, she 
said, and this is because she treats them 
as adults, not children. 
“They think I’m cool,” said the 72 
graduate of Lompoc High. 
Even students she has busted respect 
her, sometimes more than before she 
busted them She can’t explain why. 
Last year, the school district board of 
trustees voted not to designate smoking 
areas on Cabrillo and Lompoc High cam­ 
puses. Mrs. Bouslaugh agrees with that 
decision. 
Campus-smoking areas, she believes, 
would not stop students from smoking in 
the restrooms Being free to smoke on 
campus would encourage students to 
smoke more because they would have 
more opportunity to smoke, she said. 
“A student in class wouldn’t have been 
able to go 45 minutes without wanting a 
cigarette,” she said. “The more you 
smoke, the more you crave a cigarette.” 
Mrs. Bouslaugh should know. On her 
breaks, she heads for the teacher’s 
lounge to light up a Marlboro. She has 
smoked since she was 15 years old.

Construction 
volume surges 
in November 


New construction volume on the fiscal 
year through November surged ahead of 
last year's figures in both City of Lom­ 
poc and county areas, it was disclosed to­ 
day. 
Construction for residental purposes 
was responsible for most of the gains 
In the City of Lompoc new construc­ 
tion of $16 million during November 
raised the fiscal year to $4.785 million 
compared to $2.886 million last year at 
this time. The November total raised the 
calendar year to $9.169 million. 
New construction in county areas 
showed gains in all county areas except 
for Santa Ynez where the totals fell sl­ 
ightly below the level of last year. 
Unincorporated areas of the county 
showed new construction during 
November of $5 211 million a figure that 
raised the fiscal year to $27.1 million, 
compared to $18.4 million last year at 
this time A breakdown shows the Santa 
Barbara office with $1.507 million for the 
month just ended, and $9.3 million on the 
fiscal year, compared to $6.36 million 
last year at this time. 
In Lompoc Valley unincorporated 
areas there was $1.25 million in new con­ 
struction during November, and $3.78 
million on the fiscal year, compared to 
$1.85 million last year at this time. 
Comparable figures for Santa Maria 
were $687,500 in November; and $8.66 
million on the fiscal year compared to 
$3.96 million last year at this time.

Japan deals blow 
to liberal party 


TOKYO (UPI) — Japanese voters to­ 
day denied the pro-American Liberal 
Democratic party a majority in parlia­ 
ment for the first time in its 21-year 
history, reflecting an apparent dis­ 
satisfaction with the government’s 
handling of the Lockheed payoff scan­ 
dals. 
Party leaders opposed to reformist 
Premier Takeo Miki immediately called 
a convention to force his ouster. 
The final returns gave Miki’s ruling 
LDP, which has a conservative 
philosophy despite its name, 249 seats, 
seven short of a majority in the 511-seat 
lower house of parliament. 
Although it failed to win a majority, 
the LDP probably will continue to rule 
with the help of independent conser­ 
vatives, 21 of whom were elected. It re­ 
mains the largest party, with opposition 
fragmented among five parties. 
The LDP’s share of the popular vote 
fell to 41 97 per cent, compared to the 
46.86 per cent it won in the last election 
four years ago.

Gaviota Park 
campground 
now closed 
The campground at Gaviota 
State Park, on the coast west of 
Santa Barbara, has been closed 
temporarily while a new great­ 
ly improved water supply 
system is being installed. 


The campground showers are 
closed, and the flush toilets 
have been temporarily replaced 
with chemical toilets. Other 
park services remain in opera­ 
tion, including the beach, pier, 
and boat launching hoist. 


S ta te P arks A ssistan t 
District Superintendent Harold 
Terry said they hope to reopen 
the campground in a few days. 


The park has had two 
separate water systems — one 
for drinking and cooking, and 
another for washing, showers, 
and flush toilets. The drinking 
water has been hauled in and 
stored in a metal tank in the 
campground. The non-drinking 
water has been pumped from a 
well. That water had too high a 
mineral content for safe human 
consumption 
Terry said cooking water is 
available now from the tank in 
the campground, but he advised 
park users to bring their own 
water for drinking, as the water 
in the metal tank becomes 
rather warm during the day, 
and users may not like the taste 
of it. 
The new facility being in­ 
stalled is a reverse osmosis 
plant that will sufficiently 
demineralize the well water to 
make it good for drinking and 
cooking.

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) -

“They said it was for security 
purposes,” said Gilmore’s at­ 
torney, Ron Stanger. “ Appar­ 
ently there’s more of a chance 
to observe him in the hospital 
than in maximum. There was 
no specific event that I know of 
that precipitated the move. Of 
course, it has to go back to his 
threats in the past to commit 
suicide.” 
Gilmore was kept at the 
hospital for several days follow­ 
ing his unsuccessful! suicide at­ 
tempt last month. Stanger 
described Gilmore, the man 
who is fighting for the right to 
be executed, as “ tired, dis­ 
couraged, impatient with the 
delays.” 
Meanwhile, as the state 
prepared its response to the 
Supreme Court appeal filed 
against Gilmore’s wishes, the 
Utah County Attorney was 
deciding whether or not to 
begin a second murder trial for 
the inmate. 
“ If w e’re going to try 
Gilmore for this other killing, 
we’ve got to begin right away,” 
prosecutor Noall Wooton said 
during the weekend. " I t ’s 
already been five months since 
the crime and the further away 
we get the harder it will be to 
convict him.”

Joao Goulart 
dies in Brazil

(UPI > — Joao Goulart, the last 
civilian president of Brazil, 
died early today at his ranch in 
northern Argentina, a friend of

Jo ao M itegui, a form er 
Brazilian diplomat and long­ 
time companion of the former 
Brazilian president, said he 
learned of Goulart's death in a 
telephone call from the town of 
Mercedes in Corrientes provin­ 
ce, Argentina. 
Goulart had a ranch in the 
province which borders on 
Brazil and Uruguay. He had 
been a resident of Uruguay 
since seeking political asylum 
there April 4, 1964, after his 
overthrow by the Brazilian 
armed forces. 
G oulart also served as 
minister of labor, commerce 
and industry before being 
elected president in 1961. 


Los Padres fire

on juror 
exclusion 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court ruled 6 to 3 to­ 
day that improperly excluding a 
potential juror who voices 
reservations about capital pun­ 
ishment is an automatic ground 
for vacating a subsequent death 
penalty. 


The court acted in an un­ 
signed. two-page opinion rev­ 
ersing the sentence of a 
Georgia man condemned to die 
in the electric chair after one 
potential juror was excluded 
for voicing some doubt about 
whether he could vote the death 
penalty. 
The Supreme Court ruled in 
1968 that such jurors must be 
closely questioned to determine 
whether they are “ irrevocably 
committed, before the trial has 
begun, to vote against the 
penalty of death regardless of 
the facts and circumstances 
that might emerge in the course 
of the proceedings.” 
In the absen ce of this 
irrevocable opposition to the 
death penalty, the juror cannot 
be excluded on capital punish­ 
ment grounds because the 
defendant is entitled to a panel 
representing a “ fair cross sec­ 
tion of the community,” the 
court said. 
No one has been executed 
since the 1968 decision, but the 
case takes on new significance 
since the high court has upheld 
death penalty laws in various 
states since last July. 
The appeal acted on today 
was brought by Curfew Davis, 
sentenced to death for the July, 
1972, slaying of Ann Starnes in 
Troop County, Ga. The Georgia 
Supreme Court upheld the 
sentence, although it acknowl­ 
edged one juror was improperly 
excluded because he was not 
questioned closely about his 
stand on capital punishment. 


Carter appointee sees tax 
cut as 'almost certainty' 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Thomas B. Lance, who will 
head the Office of Management 
and Budget in the Jimmy 
Carter White House, thinks a 
tax cut “ is almost a certainty” 
when the new administration 
takes office. 
But he acknowledged that a 
goal of reducing unemployment 
to 6.5 per cent next year 
probably cannot be achieved. 
Lance, an Atlanta banker 
whom Carter announced Friday 
as his choice for the OMB, said 
“ there are only so many things 
you can do” to improve the 
economy, and one of them is a 
tax cut. 
“ The choices are so limited 
that I think you have to consider 
that as almost a certainty,” he 
said. 
Lance said he was “ sure” 
Carter was considering, among 
other plans, a proposal by Sen. 
Russell Long, D-La., for a $10 
billion tax reduction. 
Two other Carter advisers. 


former Federal Reserve Board 
member Andrew Brimmer and 
Alice Rivlin, director of the 
Congressional Budget Office, 
also agreed — in separate 
television interviews — that a 
tax cut is needed. 


Brimmer said he favored a 
tax rebate early next year while 
Miss Rivlin suggested the 
economy also could be bol­ 
stered quickly by "putting 
more money into public em­ 
ployment programs already on 
the books.” rather than await­ 
ing new programs. 


Lance appeared on CBS-TV’s 
Face the Nation. Brimmer and 
Miss Rivlin, both of whom have 
been rumored as possible 
Carter appointees, were on 
ABC-TV’s Issues and Answers. 
Although optimistic that 
Carter and Congress would 
“ move fairly rapidly” to im­ 
prove the economy, Lance was 
pessimistic about major drops 
in unemployment next year. He 


said reducing unemployment 
from its current 8.1 per cent 
level to 6.5 per cent was “ a 
good goal to have,” but “ I doubt 
from a practical standpoint that 
we are going to be able to ac­ 
complish that in 1977.” 
“ I think it’s going to be very, 
very difficult to do so,” Lance 
said. “ That doesn’t mean that 
we shouldn’t set a goal... (but) 
I rather doubt that anybody 
could say that we are going to 
be able to reduce unemploy­ 
ment by 1.5 per cent next 
year.” 
In an interview in U.S. News 
and World Report, outgoing 
Treasury Secretary William E. 
Simon said he would wait until 
early next year when fourth 
quarter economic figures are in 
before deciding if a tax cut is 
needed 
He said if further economic 
stimulus is necessary, it should 
be in the form of a tax cut 
rather than increased federal 
spending.

One-third of the Reform rabbis 
ordained in 1979 will be women, 
lead ers of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congrega­ 
tions predict. 
A spokesman told the group’s 
annual convention Sunday that 
12 of the 45 freshmen rabbinical 
students in the union’s four 
sem in aries this year are 
female. 
“ Pockets of resistance still 
exist in accepting women in 
jobs traditionally held for cen­ 
turies exclusively by men,” 
Matthew Ross, chairman of the 
group’s Board of Trustees, said 
in a convention talk. 
Only three women are or­ 
dained in the Reform move­ 
ment at this time, and all are 
serving as cantors. 
The board voted to create a 
task force to develop programs 
“ sensitizing our congregations 
so they can respond to the 
historic development of women 
in the rabbinate with maturity 
and in keeping with our highest 
principles.”

Jim m y C arter and the 
brothers’ mother, Miss Lillian, 
flashed the famous Carter 
smile but declined to say how 
they voted. 
“ I think the lower the turnout 
the better Billy will do,” said 
the President-elect 
Billy. 39, who runs the 
family's peanut business and 
also a gasoline station on the 
side, was trying to unseat the 
incumbent. A.P. Blanton. He 
appeared confident in talking to 
reporters at the peanut ware­ 
house this morning. 
“ I won't appoint anyone who 
is not a friend of mine,” the 
president-elect's fun loving 
brother quipped Saturday at a 
chicken barbeque in back of his 
filling station. “ I won’t appoint 
the best persons ” 
"The reason I can’t campaign 
too much is because my brother 
has a government job,” Billy 
said with one of his frequent 
eruptions of laughter He noted 
that his campaign manager.

Man. 94. kills 
two in home 


PUYALLUP, Wash. (UPI) - 
A 94-year old convalescent 
home resident shot and killed 
two fellow patients, wounded a 
nurse and then committed 
suicide Sunday night as police 
broke into his barricaded third- 
floor room at the Riverwood 
Care Center. 
Albert Andre died of a self- 
inflicted bullet wound at Taco­ 
ma General Hospital. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. has 
approved the hiring of 700 new 
employes — mostly psychiatric 
workers and nurses — for the 
state’s 11 troubled mental 
hospitals. 
Brown said that the increased 
staffing levels “ should help the 
situation” at the facilities 
where authorities have dis­ 
closed that 139 patients died un­ 
der mysterious circumstances 
during the past three years. 
The increase in staff, an­ 
nounced Saturday, would boost 
the number of hospital workers 
to 11,610 by June 30 of next 
year. There are approximately 
15,000 mentally ill and retarded 
patients at the hospitals. 
The state Department of 
Health said the majority of the 
new employes will be psychia­ 
tric technicians and nurses. It 
added that smaller numbers of 
psychologists, social workers, 
teachers and rehabilitation 
therapists will be included 
Brown previously vetoed 
legislation requiring the state 
to set new and hifdier staffing 
levels on grounds it was too 
costly. 
But Brown said in an inteview 
that the legislation was not flex­ 
ible enough and the new 
program would allow the 
department to study more 
closely how increased staffing 
was helping the situation at the 
hospitals. 
“ There will be a very careful 
monitoring of the staff and the 
mix of staff at the hospitals,” 
he said. 
Brown said the go-ahead to 
hire more employes was based 
on studies now being conducted 
at three state hospitals, Cama­ 
rillo, Sonoma and Fairview, 
and expected to be completed in 


March. 
“ While all the data isn’t in 
yet, we’ve correlated enough to 
know that these changes should 
help the situation,” he said. 
The department said prelimi­ 
nary results of the studies in­ 
dicated “ significant improve­ 
ments in the functioning of 
developmental^ disabled resi­ 
dents as a result of the in­ 
creased staff.” 


The departm en t said a 
separate study at Metropolitan 
State Hospital indicated an 
“ immediate need” to increase 
the number of persons directly 
involved in care of the acutely 
mentally ill. 
Under the plan, the number of 
employes at state hospitals will 
be increased to at least 83 per 
cent of recommended stan­ 
dards by June 30, 1977. 


Grand dragon to attend 
black Marine hearing 


CAMP PENDLETON, Calif 
(UPI) - The grand dragon of 
the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
planned to attend a hearing to­ 
day for three of 14 black 
m arines who broke up a 
barracks beer-drinking party 
they apparently mistook for a 
meeting of the KKK last month. 


Sgt. William Spencer. 23, of 
High Point, N.C.; Lance Cpl. 
Bobby Bishop, 23, of Byran, 
Tex ; and Pfc. Donald Hunter, 
22. of Winston-Salem, N.C., will 
be represented by military- 
appointed marine attorneys at 
their first hearings on assault 
and conspiracy charges. 
Grand Dragon David Duke, 
26. of Metaire. La., announced 
at an airport news conference 
in San Diego Sunday that he 
planned to confront Marine 
Corps officials with demands 
that they halt transfers to other 
bases of white marines as­ 
sociated with the KKK ac­ 
tivities. 
He also complained that 
those m em b ers a lr e ad y 
transferred, including two men 
identified as former heads of 
KKK units on the sprawling 


base, be returned to Camp 
Pendleton 
Duke would not say whether 
Klan members on the base are 
armed, but suggested that some 
of the blacks who attacked a 
group of whites Nov. 13 might 
have been killed if they had 
found the men they were look­ 
ing for. 
Spencer, Bishop and Hunter 
were the first of the blacks to 
face hearings in the case, in 
which they are accused of 
charging into the barracks 
armed with screwdrivers and a 
club. 
Five of the whites who were 
attacked have received punish­ 
ment for drinking beer in the 
barracks, officials announced 
during the weekend. 
Lance Cpls. Michael Hansen 
and Donald Haggin and Pfc. 
Kenneth Langerman were or­ 
dered to serve 14 extra duty 
days and foreit $100 in pay. 
Lance Cpl. John Apodaca was 
also reduced to private first 
class.

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U.S. hopes NATO 
will commit to 
expensive airplane 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The United States hopes to commit the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization this week to buy what is 
probably the world’s most expensive airplane. 
The plane is called AWACS, a strange-looking converted com­ 
mercial jetliner with a huge radar pod sprouting from its back. Of­ 
ficially known as the Airborne Warning and Control System, the 
airplane carries a price tag of $104.7 million each. 
Defense Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld flew to Brussels Sunday 
for a NATO ministerial meeting at which AWACS will be a major 
tooic. 
Most of the 15 nations of the alliance have committed them­ 
selves in principle to buying an AWACS fleet. But some U.S. 
military sources feel there still may be problems because the 
secret discussions will center on the share each nation must pay. 
The AWACS is built around a radar system that from an altitude 
of 30.000 feet or more can "look” as far as M0 miles — deep across 
Communist frontiers in Europe - to spot attacking aircraft before 
they enter NATO territory. 
Military officers say the system is needed in the 1980s to counter 
a buildup of Soviet tactical aircraft in Eastern Europe including an 
improved version of the MiG 23 fighterbomber. Hie buildup soon is 
expected to total 1,000 aircraft. 
. 
To provide a sufficient force of AWACS to cover the NATO fron­ 
tier will take between 25 and 32 of the big aircraft, which would 
total over $3 billion, plus operating costs of between $50 and $100 
million a year. It would be by far the costliest program NATO has 
ever undertaken as a group. 
Defense sources say the United States itself might pick up as 
much as one-fourth or one-third of the total cost of a NATO fleet. 
The sources say that despite this expense, U.S. military planners 
still believe it would be useful to offset some of the development 
costs of the U.S. Air Force’s own AWACS program, now expected 
to go as high as $3.5 billion, which has been a source of trouble with 
Congress. 
. . 
The NATO ministers will have to go back to their own govern­ 
ments for money for AWACS. The British, who are expected to be 
one of the two or three nations who will pay the biggest shareware 
facing deep economic problems as well as a militant lobby 
promoting a British patrol plane.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Rep. Charles H. Wilson, D- 
Calif., who admits diverting 
campaign funds for his personal 
use, says he’s done nothing il­ 
legal. 
The congressman’s com­ 
ments in a telephone interview 
Sunday were in response to a 
Washington Post story that said 
he had ackn ow ledged 
withdrawing $14,740 from cam­ 
paign funds during the past two 
years and diverting "perhaps 
half of it’’ for personal use. 
“ It is legal just as long as you 
report it on your income tax,” 
he said. "I have conformed 
with the law through the 
years.” 
Wilson labeled the story “a 
hatchet job.” He told UPI he 
had withdrawn money from his 
campaign fund for personal 
use. but was uncertain of the 
amount because he had not yet 
begun preparing tax returns. 
He said the report was part of 
a campaign by the media to dis­ 
credit "anyone who is friendly 
with South Korea.” Wilson’s 
wife is a Korean-American, and 
he has traveled extensively in 
South Korea. 
The Post said his trips were 
financed by taxpayers and 
private foreign foundations.

IRVINE (UPI) - "the pilot 
seemed to pull the nose up and 
the plane Upped to one side,” 
acoustical engineer Chuck Wat­ 
son recalled.

Violence halts dissidents' vigil 


MOSCOW (UPI) - They 
came as they have every year 
since 1966, dissidents led by 
Nobel Peace laureate Andrei 
Sakharov, to observe a minute 
of silence in what Sakharov 
called “solidarity with the 
millions of victims of the 
Stalinist terror and those who 
are suffering in prisons for 
their convictions.” 
For years police had refused 
to let them stjqge their Constitu­ 
tion Day vigil at the statue of 
19th century Russian poet Alex­ 
ander Pushkin in the center of 
Moscow. But since 1973 they 
had been tolerated. 
This year there was trouble 
again. Someone in the crowd 
hurled packed snow and dirt at 
the bare-headed Sakharov, at 


least one other dissident was 
arrested and what was meant to 
be a peaceful gathering 
degenerated into a melee with 
police moving in to disperse the 
crowd of several hundred. 
“ This hooligan act was 
staged by KGB (secret police) 
agents. It is a provocation 
against the people who came 
here legally to support the 
cause of human rights,’’ Sak­ 
harov said following the demon­ 
stration Sunday. 
During the demonstration a 
Western correspondent was 
detained for 10 minutes by 
police who stopped him taking 
photographs. On his release he 
found two tires on his car sl­ 
ashed. 
Dozens of uniformed and 


C 
unclothes policemen were on 
nd at the outset, pushing into 
the crowd and ordering partici­ 
pants to disperse. 
The 55-year-old Sakharov 
refused, saying he had a right to 
be in the park on Gorky Street. 
The physicist was jostled to an 
edge of the square and when he 
removed his hat and attempted 
to speak he was hit by the snow­ 
ball. The crowd surged around 
Sakharov in an apparent at­ 
tempt to protect him. 
At the same time, Pyotr 
Grigorenko, an ex-Soviet army 
major general and war hero 
whose dissent earned him six 
years in psychiatric hospitals, 
climbed on a park bench and ap- 
pealed to the crowd to 
remember Vladimir Bukovsky. 


Bukovsky, who began the 
Constitution Day demonstra­ 
tion to protest the arrests of un­ 
derground writers Yuri Daniel 
and Andrei Sinyavsky, has 
spent half his life in prison and 
is presently in jail for violating 
the rules of a prison camp. 
Police moved in and began 
pushing demonstrators into the 
street. Most of the participants 
scattered and Sakharov said he 
escaped in a car belonging to a 
foreign correspondent. 
Sakharov said poet and song 
writer Alexander Rossisky was 
arrested but not injured. 
“We are afraid that this 
provocation may lead to future 
arrests," he told Western cor­ 
respondents.

Braves finally meet their match 


South Pasadena wins 
battle of defenses

For Lompoc football coach Mike 
Warren, Sunday nights for the last three 
months have been devoted to watching 
football films, getting ready for the next 
ballgame. 
There is no next ballgame for the 
Braves, who lost to South Pasadena 10-7 
in the third round of the CIF 3-A playoffs 
Friday night at South Pas. But old habits 
are hard to break. After dinner last 
night, Warren got out the old projector 
and cued up the film of Friday’s game. 
He was like an alcoholic reaching for a 
bottle, knowing that the results would be 
painful, but not being able to resist. 
“I just feel miserable, to tell the 
truth,” Warren said. 
Before rolling the film, he talked about 
the game. He second-guessed his own 
play selection, admitted that he un­ 
derestimated the Tigers, complimented 
both teams, and defended Lompoc’s foot­ 
ball system. 
Warren had stated confidently before 
the game that the Tigers would not be 
able to run against Lompoc, or control 
the ball, and that they were not likely to 
win by passing. All those predictions 
proved wrong, as the Braves’ 16-game 
win streak was snapped in a close, ex­ 
citing. well-played game. 
“I think they were probably quicker 
than 1 thought they were,” said Warren, 
‘‘and maybe had a little better athletes 
than I thought they had.” 
Warren admitted that head scout Dave 
Reynolds, who saw the Tigers in person, 
had warned that the films were decep­ 
tive, that South Pasadena was a better 
team than they looked on film. It turns 
out he was right. 
‘‘They don’t overpower you,” Warren 
said. “They surround you. smother you.” 
The Tigers held the Braves to 115 
yards rushing. The Braves could manage 
only three first downs in the first half. 
“I honestly feel that had my play 
selection been better in a couple key 
situations, the game would have been 
different,” Warren said. ‘‘We held off 
throwing the ball for too long. We 
probably would have been able to run 
more effectively if we had shown them 
the pass sooner.” 
It wasn’t until their fourth offensive 
series, a couple minutes before half time, 
that the Braves threw their first pass 
South Pasadena kicked a second- 
quarter field goal, Lompoc went ahead 
with a third quarter touchdown, and then 
South Pasadena came right back to score 
the winning touchdown early in the 
fourth quarter on a drive that was 
highlighted by four big pass plays. 
It was the sixth come-from-behind win 
for the Tigers this year, and third in 
three playoff games. They played with 
all the poise and precision advertised (no 
turnovers, just two penalties), made all

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The baseball 
people here for their regular winter get- 
together automatically lower their 
voices every time they use the word. The 
word is contraction meaning the opposite 
of expansion. 
What it means specifically in this case 
is don’t be shocked if some of the less af­ 
fluent major league clubs fold up and go 
out of business in the next four-five years 
or maybe sooner. 
Why7 
You can answer that one yourself. Why 
do big auto companies which have done 
all right for years, like Packard and 
Hudson Essex, go out of buiness? Why do 
newspapers like the old New York Daily 
Mirror and the Philadelphia Record 
cease operating? And big magazines like 
Life, Look, and Colliers? 
They go out of business for only one 
reason, the same reason: they keep los­ 
ing money 
Baseball clubs aren't that much dif­ 
ferent from auto companies, newspapers 
or magazines, at least in the sense that 
they can't continue operating at a loss 
forever. 
There was a time baseball was con­ 
sidered a sport and the men who owned 
the clubs were generally sportsmen who 
didn't necessarily require the revenue 
from their teams to survive. 
Baseball today is strictly a business. 
And it’s a toss-up who are the harder 
businessmen, the club owners or the ball 
players. There’s no question who the bet­ 
ter businessmen are. The players are in 
a league by themselves. And the owners 
are off in the bushes somewhere 
Marvin Miller, the head of the players’ 


association, may ridicule the idea all he 
likes and assure you there is no chance of 
any of the clubs going broke because of 
the millions of dollars they’ve been lay­ 
ing out for players lately. But no matter 
what he says, he cannot hide the fact a 
good number of clubs are in trouble. 
Enough trouble so it is conceivable the 
two leagues could shrink to maybe 18 or 
20 teams inside the next five years in­ 
stead of the present 26. 
Houston, 
Atlanta, Cleveland, the 
Chicago White Sox and Oakland all have 
reported fiscal problems in the past few 
years. 
The recent bidding for free agents who 
played out their options did nobody in 
baseball any good but the players. More 
than that, it even moved one player’s 
agent in the Midwest to express his con­ 
cern over whether the owners will ever 
be able to pay all the money they con­ 
tracted for with the players. 
“This development,” he said, ‘‘has 
reached a point where we agents, in 
order to protect our players, are going to 
have some kind of guarantee of payment, 
such as collateral or a personal services 
contract, from the owners.” 
I have a little news for this fellow. 
Contracts don’t mean anything if the 
money runs out. You can’t get blood out 
of a stone and if some of the owners keep 
shelling the money out the way they have 
been, you’ll be surprised at how many 
turnips you’re suddenly going to see. 
Harry Walker, who played in the big 
leagues more than a decade, then 
managed the Cardinals, Pirates and 
Astros and now is in charge of minor 
league development for the Cards, used 
to speak out more against what has been 


happening to baseball, but he doesn’t any 
more. He’s resigned to it. 
‘‘If the owners want to give their 
money away, 1 can’t blame the players 
for taking it,” he says. “The only thing I 
worry about is how many clubs can sur­ 
vive. I’m afraid it’ll go back to where it 
was in the ’30s and the ’40s where the 
clubs with all the money dominated the 
game.” 
Harry Walker started in pro ball with 
Tiffin, Ohio, in the Ohio State League in 
1937. He hit .370 and got 9100 a month. 
‘‘The following year, Detroit, which 
owned my contract, wanted to send me 
to Alexandria, Louisiana,” recalls Walk­ 
er. "They sent me a contract to send me 
$5 more a month. I complained that I 
was making $100 a month the year before 
and they said no. They told me I was 
making $60 a month with Tiffin and the 
additional $40 was a ‘bonus’ from 
Detroit. I wouldn’t report, so they 
released me.” 
Walker went with Montgomery, Ala., 
the following year for $190 a month. He 
hit .280 even though he played with a 
severe hernia all season long. He 
wouldn’t tell anybody about it because he 
was afraid he’d lose his job. 
The Phils drafted him that winter, and 
sent him a major league contract for 
$125 a month, or $25 a month less than he 
was getting with Montgomery.

"I could play every week but 
l ’d be a basket case by 1977. I 
am on the borderline both men­ 
tally and physically. It’s time 
for me to do something I like 
Asked about how long he 
would continue playing com­ 
petitive tennis, Connors threw 
back a question at reporters.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Nuclear 
WASHINGTON — The nation’s best- 
kept secrets are not so well kept after 
all. They have been stored in safes which 
are left open and strewn on desks over­ 
night for all to see. 
The careless security at the Energy 
Research and Development Administra­ 
tion (ERDA) is revealed in an internal 
m em orandum 
in­ 
tended for official 
eyes only. The ERDA 
memo declares: 
“The number of in­ 
cidents involving the 
failure of ERDA staff 
to provide adequate 
physical protection for 
restricted data and 
other classified mat­ 
te r 
within 
headquarters offices 
is considerably beyond 
tolerable levels...” 
In 1975. according to 
the memo, there were 
85 “ security infrac­ 
t i o n s ’’ at ERDA 
h e a d q u a r t e r s 
in 
Washington. For the first three-quarters 
of 1976. there were 69 infractions, an in­ 
crease of seven over the corresponding 
figure for last year. 
“From an analysis of the records,,’ the 
memo states, “ it appears that the 
current trend is due to the absence, or 
lax enforcement, of established security 
monitoring systems within the divisions- 
offices incurring the bulk of the infrac­ 
tions. ” 
H E Lyon, the ERDA security chief 
who wrote the memo, told our associate 
Marc Smolonsky the infractions did not 
involve lost or stolen material. He in­ 
sisted they were not serious. 
The atomic weapons documents in ER- 
DA’s custody, however, involve 
“national security,” he conceded, and 
therefore are top secret. 
In his memo, Lyon suggests a 
“security monitoring system” to pre­ 
vent foreign spies as well as common 
thieves from stealing highly classified 
nuclear information. 
Inside sources have told us ERDA is an 
agency that foreign agents would like to 
infiltrate. Lyon admitted there have 
been cases of employes having personal 
items, such as purses, stolen, Some 
sticky-fingered people, it appears, are 
roaming ERDA’s halls 
Footnote: When we notifed the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy, they 
thought the situation was serious enough 
to demand a full report from ERDA The 
agency intends to provide details to the 
congressional panel as soon as possible. 
McCARTHYISM REVISITED: The 
State Dept. following pressure from the 
repressive 
Indonesian government, 
denied a U S travel visa to a prominent 
British citizen who briefly was a Com­ 
munist 90 years ago. 
The victim of this updated “ Mc­ 
Carthy ism’’ is Carmel Budiardjo, a well- 
known Indonesian expert on human 
rights Part of her expertise comes from 
painful personal experience. She spent 
three years without trial in Indonesian 
jails. Her husband, a Communist, was in­ 
prisoned for 10 years. 
Budiardjo had visited the United Sates 
earlier and had planned to lecture on 
human rights here this fall. But, we’ve 
learned, during a hearing last year at 
which she was testifying on repression, 
she was baited by former Rep. Wayne 
Hays, D-Ohio. 
Hays, then a power on a congressional 
subcommittee which controls State 
Dept, funds, forced an admission from 
Budiardjo that she had been a Com­ 
munist from 1946 to 1948 while living in 
Britain. 


Shortly thereafter, the State Dept, 
ordered Budiardjo to return the U S

travel visa. When she asked for another 
one this summer, the stiff-necked 
bureaucrats first stalled, then turned her 
down flat on the grounds that she had 
failed to admit her political background 
when she applied for a visa in 1974. 
A State Dept, spokesman admitted to 
us that Indonesian officials had quietly 
intervened in the Budiardjo case. He in­ 
sisted, though, that neither the pressure 
nor her brief fling with Communism had 
anything to do with State’s denial of her 
visa. The denial, said the spokesman, 
was strictly due to her “misrepresen­ 
tation” on the earlier visa application. 
In Toronto. Mrs. Budiardjo said she 
neglected to list the membership on her 
1974 application for fear it would delay a 
purely private visit to the United States. 
MELCHER MIFFED: Rep. John 
Melcher. D-Mont„ is still miffed over the 
seedy trick pulled on him in his race for 
the Senate by Sens. Henry Bellmon and 
Dewey Bartlett, both Oklahoma 
Republicans. 
The two Oklahoma senators used 
official-looking Senate Interior Commit­ 
tee stationery to beat the drums for 
Melcher’s Republican opponent. Worse 
yet. such Democratic stalwarts as Sen. 
Lee Metcalf, D-Mont., a close Melcher 
friend, and Sen. Henry Jackson, D- 
Wash.. were listed on the letterhead. 
The letter falsely suggested that the 
whole Interior Committee. Democrat 
and Republican alike, was opposed to 
Melcher s candidacy. The political cheap 
shot failed. Melcher won by 64 per cent. 
He’ll now join his tormentors, Bellmon 
and Bartlett in the Senate. 
PACKED PRISONS: Federal prisons 
have become so crowded they no longer 
meet the minimum standards set by the 
United Nations. According to statistics 
by the U.S. Bureau of Prisons, the 37 
federal penal in stitu tio n s are 
overcrowded by an average of 23 per 
cent Often, two men are packed into a 
cell meant for one inmate. 
The overcrowded conditions worsened 
about 15 months ago. Prison Bureau of­ 
ficials told us. largely due to the “baby 
boom” of the last generation. This 
resulted in an increase in the number of 
people of the “crime-prone” age. 


“In Panama, the American colony 
feels totally deserted. It’s the single 
greatest source of dissatisfaction, and 
the most easily cured.” 
That problem, the Secretary of State 
comments, will have to be explored by 
the next Administration. One feels a le­ 
sion of tension in the 
State Department. It 
is, to be sure, ex­ 
perienced everywhere 
in government. But 
most acutely here. 
The Justice Depart­ 
ment has power of life 
and death right up to 
the end. HEW, which 
is mostly a spending 
agency, can spend 
money right up until 
the lights go out at the 
inaugural balls. In the 
State Department, 
policy is almost neces­ 
sarily directed for 
strategic effect, and 
there is very little 
strategy that can be conceived and ex­ 
ecuted in time to bear fruit in the next 
six weeks. 
Henry Kissinger isn’t any the less in­ 
terested in what is going on, and his anx­ 
iety shows as he weighs the work undone. 
In the Mideast, the voices of the raucous 
are stilled, but tomorrow they could 
begin to shout again, and this time 
Israel’s rebuttal might be delivered in 
atom bombs. Lebanon is quiet, but the 
Syrians are in charge, and if suddenly 
they should behave maturely, that would 
be a pleasant surprise, surprise being the 
operative word. 


In Africa, suddenly there was 
demarche on the Rhodesian question, but 
everyone more or less knows that the 
Rhodesians are braiding their own 
noose, and that of course is why Great 
Britain is not anxious to play a con­ 
spicuous role in the ritual leading to their 
auto da fe: none of the prosecutors at 
Athens was so uncouth as to attend 
Socrates when he took the hemlock. In 
China, they are for the first time in ten 
years sending troops to quiet mysterious 
disturbances, and it is not impossible 
that the old centrifugalization will 
resume, complete with separatist 
warlords. (Happy day!) 


Increasingly we all know that in 
Europe the independence of the western 
nations is owing less to western resolu­ 
tion than to Russian prudence. 
Meanwhile, the armories of the Soviet 
empire groan with the hard stuff, and the 
factories work day and night to produce 
new missiles, new and better sub­ 
marines. refined MRV-ing systems. Was 
that a Russian laser beam that destroyed 
one of our satellites? Just practicing. 
But Henry Kissinger’s preoccupation 
isn’t with the Communist powers, but 
with his own country. The United States 
could last 1,000 years if the American 
people willed it, and ordered their lives 
to the continuing necessity to maintain

themselves strong, and intelligent. 
Henry Kissinger, reviled by much of 
the right, distrusted by much of the left, 
is too intelligent even to hesitate to 
acknowledge that, under his influence, 
the American people have relaxed on the 
whole subject of Communism. To be 
sure, they had been yearning to do so — 
America was not created to wage the 
Hundred Years War. 
The intellectuals had been hammering 
away on the theme of America’s ex­ 
aggerated fear of Communism, with the 
corollary: America’s exaggerated pride 
in itself. So when the Vietnam fiasco 
came, undermining our confidence in 
ourselves: and when Kissinger and Nix­ 
on went to China, and toasted there to 
the health of leaders whose every day on 
earth meant additional suppression, tor­ 
ture, and annihilation; and then to 
Moscow, to do the same thing, and to re­ 
ly, in disarmament talks, in a measure 
on Soviet good faith - in droves.

Can Carter 


control the 
bureaucracy? 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Neither 
economy nor efficiency will be the major 
objective in President-elect Carter’s up­ 
coming moves to reform the federal 
bureaucracy. 
Control is the name of the game. 
At least three recent presidents — 
Kennedy, Johnson and 
Nixon — and a series 
of Cabinet officials 
have been angered or 
infuriated by their in­ 
ability to have their 
orders obeyed by the 
r u l e r s 
of 
s m a ll 
kingdoms scattered 
throughout the deport­ 
ments and agencies 
which run Washington 
and determine much 
of what goes on in the 
nation. 
That is, a series of 
presidents and their 
aides have found that 
o rd e rs given a re 
delayed interminably 
in execution or so modified as to be in­ 
effective, or to produce a result 
diametrically opposite that intended. 


Most of these powerful bureaucrats 
are extremely able. Though some have 
risen to high position on seniority alone, 
the majority have arrived there through 
expertise. They know the ins and outs of 
their domains so thoroughly that nothing 
moves up to senior officials or down to 
the action men without their approval, or 
indeed, without their imprint. 


Many of these men and women have 
come to the conclusion that they, more 
than any president, cabinet official or 
other political appointee, know what 
should be done for the good of the 
country. Each has his own political 
philosophy, which may be radically dif­ 
ferent from that of an incumbent presi­ 
dent. 


In some cases, these key bureaucrats 
have built close alliances with influential 
senators or representatives or members 
of their staffs. They are thus able in 
many cases to assure that the laws pas­ 
sed will meet their needs and conform to 
their beliefs. Their budgets will pass 
readily with few changes. 
They may also profit personally. Those 
who cooperate closely with Congress 
sometimes find that promotions come 
their way despite oppositions from 
superiors in the department in which 
they work. Admiral Rickover is a well- 
publicized case in point. 


This is not to say that these men and 
women are basically self-serving. Some 
are, of course. More, I believe, are not. 
They simply believe that, because of 
their experience, they are right. 
Congressmen come to depend on these 
strategically placed kingpins. For one 
thing, the bureaucrats know what they 
are doing and congressmen usually do 
not. The insert of a paragraph here or 
there in proposed legislation can save a 
senator or representative headaches 
later. 
Then too, there is frequently a per­ 
sonal payoff for cooperative congres­ 
smen. If a legislator wins the approval of 
a powerful bureaucrat, he can count on 
favors. For constituents, there will be 
job openings, special consideration in ap­ 
plying a federal law or access to hard-to- 
get information. The congressman and 
his staff can also profit by the ready 
opening of doors that otherwise would be 
closed, or in being spared checks and in­ 
spections that could otherwise be em­ 
barrassing. 
Sen. Barry Gold water once suggested 
that key bureaucrats be shifted from one 
department to another from time to time 
in order to break the power that each 
wields in his kingdom. 
Under present law, about the only ef­ 
fective method for bringing about such 
transfers — thereby breaking cliques — 
is by reorganizations, even when such 
result in new departm ents and 
organizational structures no more ef­ 
ficient than the old. 


Despite the favorable statements 
which followed Mr. Carter’s recent visit 
with Congressmen, the new president is 
almost certain to find that when things 
get down to the nitty gritty his plans for 
reorganization will be so modified he 
will have far less power over the federal 
establishment than he desires.
